Col. Roosevelt Flatly Declines 


“PEACE” DINNER 
WITHOUT “PEACE” 


New York Banquet is Likely 
to Provoke War 


to Attend—Managers Have 


Agreed Not to Bring Taft’s; 


Arbitration Pacts Before the 
Gathering. 


New York, December 27.—Although 
President Taft:is to be the guest of 
honor and Andrew Carnegie is down 
on the program as honorary president, 
the pending arbitration treaties with 
Great Britain and France, for which 
Mr. Taft has labored and which Mr. 
Carnegie has indorsed, are not to be 
brought officially before the citizens’ 
peace banquet to be held at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Saturday night. 

At least, this is the plan of a major- 
ity of the executive committee as 
voiced by Millard 4 Bloomer, the ex- 
ecutive secretary. The committee had 
reached this decision, said Bloomer, 
after he had informed its members of 
the receipt several weeks ago of a 
letter from Theodore Roosevelt, de- 
clining, as an opponent of certain 
phases of the pending treaties, to ai- 
tend the banquet. Mr. Bloomer then 
laid the matter before the committee, 
and it was decided, he said, that the 
sense of the body was that the specific 
purpose of the dinner was not to in- 
dorse the agreements. 

The Colonel Flatly Declines. 

With this revised understanding, Mr. 
Bloomer called on Colonel Roosevelt 
again today, and again the colonel de- 
clined flatly to attend. But, as Mr. 
Bloomer said, this would not change 
the attitude of the promoters toward 
the scope of the gathering. In other 
words, it was for the purpose of pro- 
moting ‘“‘world peace in general, with- 
out reference to any treaty in par- 
ticular.”” Whether President Taft and 
Mr. Carnegie understood this when 
they accepted invitations to the ban- 
quet, Mr. Bloomer did not say. That 
issue, he explained, had not been raised 
at the time the tinvitationg, were sent 
out, 

At Mr. Carnegie’s residence it was 
said that he had accepted an invitation 
to the affair with the idea that the ar- 
bitration treaties were to be the para-

Conference in Athens 


The attitude of the imperialist 
delegates to the Shanghai peace con-| 
ference, coupied with the discontent 
of certain Manchu factions which cae 
fess to doubt the loyalty of Yuan Shi 
Kal, are the motives given for the 
possible rctirement of the premier. 

The court realizes that there is no

He suggests that Tang Shao Yi might 
become president of the republic, 
which an office he himself would 
,ot accept. He also regrets that for- 
‘ign nations have withheld their 
financial support, with the help of 
which he could have reconquered the 
“xuntry. 
MONGOLIA

Pekin, December 
Mongolia. which almost 
proper in size, will be 
dependent tomorrow, 
with the cutting off 
the vast dependency of Turkestan.

Acting under instructions 
President Taft, a special board of 
inquiry, composed of officers of the 
medical corps, U. 8. A., arrived here 
tonight to make another examina- 
tion of Charles W. Morse, the New 
York banker, confined in the army 
hospital at Fort McPherson. The 
board consists of Col. Henry Birming- 
ham, Major Fauntleroy and Major 
Russell, all on special assignment at 
Washington, 

It was stated at Fort McPherson 
that a preliminary examination of 
Morse was made shortly after their 
arrival about 7 o’clock, but nothing 
as to the nature of their findings was 
made public. If Mr. Morse’s condi- 
tion permits, a thorough examination 
will be made tomorrow and the re- 
port wired to Washington. 

According to officers at Fort Me- 
Pherson Morse’s condition has re- 
mained about the same during the past

New York, December 27.—The state 
failed today in its effort to fix the 
blame for the fire horror of March 25, 
1911, in which.147 employees of the 
Triangle Waist Company lost their 
lives. A verdict of “not guilty” was 
returned late today by the jury in 
the case of Isaac Harris and Max 
Blanck, proprietors of the factory, 
who were indicted in connection with 
the holocaust. 

The Police On Guard. 

Unusual precautions were taken to 
prevent repetition at the courthouse 
today of the demonstrations which 
have been made against the defend- 
ants during the trial. Only a few 
persons were allowed in the court 
room and the corridors and, entrances 
were guarded by extra policemen. 

The jurycame in at 4:36 p. m., after 
deliberating for an hour and forty- 
five minutes. The pronouncement of 
acquittal was first taken quietly by 
the defendants, but after an adjourn- 
ment to an ante room they gave way 
to their emotion in tears when con- 
gratulated by retatives and friends. ° 

As they passede out between a line 
of. policemen to the street a large 
crowd of men, women and children 
awaited them. 

He Cried “Murder! Murder*” 

One hysterical man tried to press 
through the throng, crying: 

“Not guilty? Not guilty? 
Murder! Murder!” 

He fell on the steps of the court- 
house in convulsions, gasping that he 
had lost a sister in the fire. By the 
time the excitement was over the de- 
fendants had darted ihto a subway 
entrance, escaping the hostile crowd.

IN HOTEL LOBBY 


D. tH. Harris, Rome Clerk, is 
Riddled by Uriah L, Starnes 


Slayer Claims That Victim 
Wrecked His F amily——Hap- 


py Over Peed and Makes! 
Sure Harris Is Dead—Sur- 
renders to the Police. 


Rome, Ga., December 27,—Douglas 
H. Harris was shot and instantly kill- 
ed tonight in the lobby of the Chero- 
kee hotel by Uriah L, Starnes, travel- 
ing salesman for a local marble fac- | 
tory. Starnes claimed that Harris 
wrecked his family, and after giving 
himeelf up to the nearest policeman, 
said that he was the happiest man 
alive and assured bystanders that if 
his victim was not dead he would go 
back and make a good job. 

Harris was 25 years old and unmar- 
ried. He came here six months ago 
from LaGrange, Ga., and his father 
now lives in Pensacola, Fla. Harris 
clerked in a cigar stand in the Chero- 
kee hotel. 

Starnes returned from a visit to Dal- 
ton, Ga., this afternoon with a new 
pistol bought for the purpose, He talk- 
ed with Harris over the cigar counter 
for an Hour and then shot him in the 
back. After Harris fell to the floor 
Starnes stood over him and emptied 
his pistol, the bullets passing through 
the body and flattening against the 
marble floor beneath. 


YOUNG MAN SHOT

In 
large affairs it gives or withholds 
credit, and from time to time contracts 
or inflates the volume of the money 
required for the transaction of the 
business of the country, regardless of 
everything excepting its own profits. . 

“It has acquired large control of the 
public domain, monopolized the natural! 
resources, timber, iron, coal and oll. 

“And this mighty power has grown 
up in a country where, under the con-| 
stitution and the law, the citizen is 
sovereign.” 

Although Senator La Follette made 
no direct reference to the president, | 
nor suggested his own candidacy, he 
included in his speech a denunciation 
of the Payne-Aldrich tariff law imme-

The big organ at the Auditorium 
has gotten into the prima donna 
class. Just when most is expected 
of it, somebody has to announce to 
the waiting throngs that the $50,000 
beauty has a cold in its top notes or 
@ pain in its diapason. 

It is just the same with the divas. 
Make your engagementa. and buy 
your tickets a month ahead for a 
certain night, and when you get to 
the theater nine times out of ten you 
are faced by a sign that cheerfully 
tells you Mme. Tetraliadski is 
threatened with pneumonia, but. you 
may have your money back at the box 
office. Of course with a line of 
guests behing you, it is not likely 
you do any such thimg. You just put 
up with Mme. Napalitani in the part, 
who might have interested you ten 
years ago when she was in her prime. 

And She Fails to Appear. 

And the next day Mme. Tetraliadski 
is the heaTthiest looking lady you see 
driving on the avenue. 

And s0 with the Atlanta organ— 
Atlanta had to have the best, even if 
it did come high, but she found last 
Sunday that when she secured in the 
big instrument an organism so highly 
complex in its nature, so many sided 
in its capacity, she might expect the 
usual complement of such a nature— 
an artistic temperament, which 
“bloweth where it listeth”’ and listeth 
not always to blow on the right pitch, 
especially after the discordant in- 
fluence of a poultry show.

, They Need Impresarios. 

At least that is the explanation the 
organ’s managers give. For organs 
with temperaments, like prima donnags 
similarly endowed, must have man- 
agers to make explanations for them, 
And in this case they are Colonel W. 
lL. Peel and Dr. Percy J. Starnes. 

When Colonel Henry Watterson, 
speaking to the thousands gathered 
Sunday afternoon in the Auditorium 
to hear his message of peace, was to 
be preceded and followed by that 
other typical voice of peace, the 
Christmas carol, by the vested choirs 
of the city with the support of the big 
organ, the organ’s majestic accom- 
paniment failed to materialize, and 
there was almost as much disappoint- 
ment in the audience as there would 
have been if “Marse Henry” had not 
appeared.

BUILDING FOR GEORGIA. 
A good roads conference, unique in its purposes, has been 
called by Prof. C. M. Strahan, head of the engineering and good 
roads departments of the state university, to be held in Athens, 


This conference will be out of the ordinary chiefly for the 
reason that it proposes to get away from merely the usual academic 
discussion of road problems and, primarily, to ascertain what are 
the needs ofeach county and section in the state in the direction 
of permanent road building. . | 

The department is designed not solely to instruct prospective 
road engineers, but as well to furnish information and assistance 
to road building communities to the end that they may develop 
their road systems in the best and most permanent and, at the 
same time, the cheapest manner. 

The information which is thus gathered at this conference 
will be used to assist the counties supplying it, in every way pos- 
sible, in making the best roads that can be made with the materials 
at hand and in getting a full dollar’s worth of value out of the 
same amount of expenditure. 

Incident to the conference Professor Strahan has sent to the 
road commissioners and authorities in every county in the state 
two important circulars. One of thesé offers to any county desiring 
it and which will make application to the department, the use of 
all the facilities at its command, including the personal visit of a 
trained expert; while the other, in the form of numerous queries, 
seeks to obtain from each county a detailed statement of the kind 
and quantity of all its road construction, and the condition in 
general of its roads. 

It is the purpose of the department to collect extensive data 
regarding road work in every section of the state; to have it at 
hand for reference and to. be prepared to respond upon briefest 
notice to any demand that may be made upon it by any county 
in Georgia. 

Through the coming conference and through response to these 
queries the good roads department of the state university hopes 
to’ gain accurate and detailed information regarding the road 
systems of every county in the state. 

It will be readily apparent what tremendous advantage this 
system will afford each and every county in Georgia in its work 
of road development. The department will thus supply, in a way, 
the absence of a state road commissioner, at least in 80 far as the 
advisory capacity of such an official might go; and it will do more 
than that, for it will be able to bring to the work the most intimate 
expert knowledge and to point out at once precisely what should 
be done under given conditions. 

Professor Strahan and his department are doing an important 
and a commendable work for the state. It is the sort of work 
that counts and, in its attainment of immediate practical results, 
puts the university far above the mere plane of an ordinary educa- 
tional institution. :

Chicago, December 27.—Albert H. 
Veeder, attorney for Swift & Co., and 
the first witness called by the govern- 
ment in the trial of the ten Chicago 
packers, testified today that the de- 
fendants made two efforts to organize 
a merger in the summer of 1902, and 
that their effortsto financethe enter- 
prise were unsuccessful’ in both in- 
stances. / 
| The first plan wag to include the Ar- 
,mour, Swift, Morris and Cudahy inter- 
ests, with a capital of $923,000,000, di- 
vided as follows: Bonds, $141,750,000,; 
preferred stock, $168,750,000; common 
‘stock, $612,500,000. 
| After the promoters had failed to 
| finance this proposition through Kuhn, 
; Loeb & Co., of Néw York, the change 
| was planned to provide for a capitaliza- 
tion of $525,000,000, but the co: dition 
of the money market made it impossi- 
ble to finance the modified merger. 

Mr. Veeder testified that E. H. Har- 
riman, James Stillman and other New 
York financiers were to have furnish- 
ed the capital, and the amount they 
were to receive as compensation was 
$10,000,000. 

The story of the two proposed mer- 
gers was tow briefly by the reading of 
contracts and agreements, entered into 
by interested parties, to the jury by 
counsel for the governmentt, who then 
offered the documents in ev.dence. 

The late Gustavus F. Swift was ‘to 
have been president of the merger: 
Edward Morris and Michael Cudahy 
were to have been vice presidents, and 
Ogden Armour, chairman of the exec- 
utive and finance committees. 

The witness told of the organization 
of the National Packing Company 
March 18, 1903, but denied it had any 
connection with the proposed mefger. 

Mr. Veeder was on the witness stand 
when court adjourned. He will again 
testify tomorrow.

Rather Peculiar Predicament 
of Regular Army and

National Guard. 


Because of an order recently issued 


by the war department, officers of the | 


regular army and national guard are 
without authority to appear in uni- 
form, anywhere, on any occasion, under 
any circumstances—that is, for the 


next few days. 

Sounds queer to say that an officer 
has no authority to wear his uniform, 
but it has been true for several days 
past and may be, for that, many more. 
The lack of authority is based on a 
technicality, but it’s there, neverthe- 
less, and while the regulars are per- 
force wearing their uniforms every day 
there isn't anything in the regulations 
as:they stand at this particular time 
to warrant their doing so. 

Officers of neither the regular army 
nor of the national guard have ever 
been allowed to wear just any one of 
their uniforms which chanced to strike 
their fancy when they were ready to 
dress. Regulations as to what kinds 
of uniforms must be worn on certain 
eccasions have been framed and it 
would be as much a vdreach of discip- 
line for an officer to appear in full 
dress when the occasion required serv- 
ice uniforms as it would be for him 
to refuse to obey any other lawful 
order. 

Changes in the regulations regard- 
ing the use of the different uniforms, 
of which every regular army officer 
must have at least four, have been 
issued from time to time by the war 
department and all these orders com- 
bined have formed a rather formidable 
set of rules which an officer must ob- 
serve when he selects his dress for 
any occasion. 

Recently, realizing that the rules 
governing the wearing of uniforms had 
become somewhat * confusing, the 
department decided to begin all 
again, make less rules, make 
timpler and put them all under

NTY ACTIVE. 
IN MAKING OF GOOD ROADS 


If there is a county in’ the state 
any more progressive than Jackson 
county when it comes to improving 
public roads it hasn’t come forward: 
for recognition. 

Jackson is now working thirty-one 
convicts of its own, has just com- 
pleted a sixty-day loan of the thirty 
convicts odeicnging to Hall county and 
is now clamoring for more. 

T. J. Bennett, civil engineer and 
superintencent of road building for 
Jackson county, was in the office of 
the prison commission yesterday beg- 
ging that more convicts be allowed 
the county. ; , 

“We have thirty-one, but we can 
use as Many as seventy-five,”’~he told 
Captain Yancey. “We've got the 
road-building fever and we are strik- 
ing while the iron is hot and we in- 
tend to be the banner g00d roads 
ccunty of Georgia.” 

Captain Yancey told Mr. Bennett 
the convicts were not to be had at 
this time; that the demand for them 
from the various counties is so great 
that it cannot be supplied, and: that 
Jackson will have to wait until the 
supply increases. 


Mr. Bennett talked interestingly of 


the road work being done in his 


ccunty. , 

“We borrowed thirty convicts from' 
Hall county,” said he, “to prepare | 
the roads for the Glidden tour and 
we are just completing widening the 
national highway from 20, to 30 feet 
from Winder to Commerce, a distance 
of about 22 miles. 

“We have to pay Hall county for 
the ccnvicts in work and we are pre- 
paring to start on the Gainesville to 
Athens road. About 7 miles of the 
road will be improved in Jackson 
county and about 10 of it will be im- 
proved in.Hall. When this work is 
completed it will give us a splendid 
roadway connecting the mountains of 
north Georgia. with Florida. 

“Soon after this work is completed 
we intend to start work on that sec- 
tion of The Constitution's Round-the- 
State highway which Nes in Jackson’ 
from Winder to the county line on 
the Winder to Athens road. This is 
probably one of the worst stretches 
of road on the highway followed by 
The Constitution’s tour and convicts 
have never been worked on it. We 
are going to work on it just as soon 
as Wwe can and will widen it to 30 
feet and grade it so that it will com- 
pare most favorable with any road in 
the state.”

“We weuld be willing today to put 
through the plan which we proposed 
Some time ago to the committee from 
the south which met in New York 
and talked over the ‘proposition. We 
are not trying to urge the south to 
accept something it does. not want, 
but if it should appoint a committee 
and send it to us we would see to it 
that the plan we suggested was put 
through. 

“As it is, a number of individual 
farmers of the south have expressed 
their desire to have us handle their 
crop for them on the plan which we 
proposed for the entire south. This 
will be a test which will show the rest 
of the south just what we intended; 
and it is probable that by next year 
others will be willing to fall in with 
the scheme.

GEORGE GRAHAM RICE 
SENT TO THE TOMBS 


Government Officials Refuse 
to Disclose Cause of Rice’s 
Re-arrest. 


New York, December 27.—George 
Graham Rice, who, with B. H. Scheftels 
and others, has been on trial in the 
United States circuit court the past 
eight weeks, charged with misuse of 
the mails in an alleged scheme to de- 
fraud investors, was rearrested today 
on a bench warrant and: committed to 
the Tombs without bail. ' 

On his arraignment his attorney pro- 
tested that the government had no 
right to rearrest him and hold hir 
without bail on an indictment for 
which he was at present standing trial. 
Judge Ray, however, simply replied 
that the warrant had been issued “in 
the interests of justice,” and ordered 
Rice locked up. 

No official] statement was forthcom- 
ing as to the cause of the rearrest of 
Rice. Last week an alleged attempt 
was made by George J. Byrne to briha 
a juror in the case against Rice and 
Scheftcls. Byrne is under indictment, 
and is held in the Tombs in default of 
$10,000 bail. 

From what is considered a reliable 
source, it was learned tonight that, 
since Byrne’s arrest, the department of 
justice hag conducted a thorough iIn- 
vestigation into an alleged conspiracy 
to bribe other jurors. It was said that 
several other arrests might be expect- 
ed shortly. No names, however, were 
mentioned.

HALF A MONTH ADDED 
TO THE SCHOOL TERM 
Some Interesting Statistics Re- 


garding Public Schools of 
United States. 


Washington, December 27.—-The high- 
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est average of school attendance of the 
American school system was reached, 
in the year 1909, according to statis-| 
tics gathered by the United States 
bureau of education. Figures for 
1910 are not yet available, but the 
opinion was expressed today by Dr. 
F. B. Dresslar, of the bureau, that 1910 
would show still better results. 
Returns show, he declared, that the 
length of the school term increased 
from 144 days in 1900 to 155 days in 
1909, while in the same period the aver- 
age number of days attended by each 
pupil rose from 99 to 113. This means 
that more than half a month has been 
added to the average length of the 
school term and in this particular alone 
educational effectiveness has been in- 
creased during the last decade about 8 


“In 1900 our figures show,” hg said, 
“that the average daily attendance in 
the public schools was 10,632,772, which 
was 68.6 per cent of the enrollment; in 
i909 the average daily attendance 
reached 12,684,837, being 72.5 per cent) 
of the number enrolled. These figures, 
seem to warrant the conclusion that the, 
children have attended the public; 
schoolsg”more regularly during the past’ 
decade than any previous one of our 
educational history. 


OF SPECIAL PENSIONS 
California Senator Thinks It 


Is Time to a 
Halt. 


Washington, December 27.—Senator 
Works, of California, will attempt to 
attach to the Sherwood pension Dill a 
provision absolutely prohibiting any 
special pension bills, and making in- 
eligible for pension any person who 
attempts to get special legislation. 
Senator Works hopes to stop the flood 
of special pensions which are passed 
by congress at each session.

PERSIA DOOMED 


TU RUSSIAN RULE 


Last Vestige of Independence 
Will Be Destroyed, 


Government of Great Britain 
Acting as Russia’s Accom- 
plice and Englishmen Feel 


Outraged—Russian Advance 
Marked by Murder. 


London, December 27.—The Russian 
government has decided upon stern 
measures to suppress disorders at 
Tabriz ‘and other disturbed Persian 
towns. The dislecation of the tele- 
graph lines makes it impossible to 
get a reliable narrative of the out- 
breaks. Yet it cannot be doubted that 
a situation of the gravest complexity 


has arisen. 


As reports of Russian progress in 
Persia and stories of the indiscrimi- 
nate killing of natives in Tabriz and 
Resht, and of the destruction of Per- 
sia’s constitutional government under 
Russian menaces continue to reach 
England, the people are becoming in- 
creasingly disquieted at the British 
government's complicity, which the 
foreign secretary, Sir Edward Grey, 
thinks is a matter of policy and com- 
pelled by the Anglo-Russian agree- 
ment. 

Doubts also have been increased as 
to whether Persian independence ever 
will be restored to even the feeble 
Status it had before this last assault 
by Russia. If parliament were sit- 
ting there would undoubtedly be se- 
vere questioning of the government 
on this subject, and an arraignment 
of the foreign office. 

Bloody Work by Russians. 

The Persian committee, composed of 
Prominent Englishmen interested in 
Persian affairs, has received the fol- 
lowing telegram from the provincial 
assembly at Tabriz, sent through the 
Persian society of Constantinople: 

“On December 21 Russian troops at- 
tacked and seized the administration 
buildings. They trampled school chil- 
dren under foot and killed and de- 
spoiled innocent men and women, They 
also looted the shops. 

“On December 22 the Russians bom- 
barded the city until sunset, conster- 
nation increasing hourly. On  £De- 
cember 23, in consequence of orders 
from the central government to cease 
fighting, the inhabitants took no steps 
to defend themselves, but:‘the Rus- 
sians renewed the bombardment, fir- 
ing from the environs of their con- 
sulate at women and other innocent 
persons. They wounded or made cap- 
tive the wives and children of many 
respectable citizens and set fire to 
numerous buildings and mosques. The 
remained quiet. on 
December 25, but the ferocity of the 
Russians greatly inqreased. They 
killed many women and children, and 
a large number of buildings were 
burned by them.” 

Russia Threatens Vengeance, 

St. Petersburg, December 27:—A 
semi-official statement issued this eve- 
ning says that the Russian govern- 
ment, in view of “acts of foolhardy ag-

Remedy For Pistol Toting t- 


‘Police Chief and~- Assistant 


Say That the — Legislature 


“Gun” as Well as “Toting”’ 
of It. 


Legislative regulation of the sale of 
pistols, as well as of carrying them, 
was yesterday afternoon suggested by 
Chief of Police Beavers and Assistant 
Chief Jett as a cure for the “pistol- 
toting’ evil, andthe consequent dis- 
order due to carrying arms. 

“The indiscriminate sale of weapons 
should be checked, and if we could 
keep irresponsible parties from get- 
ting pistols it would help the situa- 
tion a lot,” said the chief. 

“I think they ought to prohibit the 
sale of pistols entirely, following the 
example of many other states,” said 
Assistant Chief Jett. 

The statements of the two officers, 
both for many years connected with 
the police department and occupying 
the two highest and most responsible 
positions in it, came during a conver- 
sation about the Christmas disorder, 
and the large number of arrestg in 
which a pistol figured. 

“Il wouldn't say that pistols are at 
the bottom of most of the trouble,” 
Said the chief, “but ] expect they do 
lead to the more serious disorder. A 
man, drunk or sober, will go farther 
when he is armed with a pistol than 
when he is unarmed. For this reasun 
many a fight is aggravated by the 
pistol-toter, who urges it on so that it 
finally ends up in a big row, 

“If we had some kind of law regu- 
lating the sale of pistols it would help 
the situation a jot by preventing irre- 
sponsible people from getting them. 
To carry a pistol a man has to make 
good bond and secure a license. Why 
ngt put the same conditions into effect 
in the sale of such weapons? 
~ “At the present time any man 
buy a pistol that. wants one, 
hardware stores or pawn shops. They 
can also get plenty of ammunition. 
The pawnshops sell the second-hand 
pistols, which are bought in numbers 
by negroes, and the result is that 
many persons have guns who have no 
business in the world with them.” 

Assistant Chief Jett pointed out an- 
other phase of the trouble which pis- 
tols aggravate, if they do not caus®. 

“A man with a pistol,” said he, “will 
not merely go farther than an un- 
armed man, but he wili deliberately go 
into places where he wouldn’t go with- 
out one. The result is that he more 
often than not runs into trouble, 

“And when trouble comes it's 
pistol that makes it serious. [| think 
the sale ought to be prohibited entire- 
ly in this state, or fixed like in Flor- 
ida, where you can't sell a gun under 
two feet in length. Everybody that 
has any business with one could se- 
cure it, and negroes and irresponsible 
white people could not get such dan- 
gerous weapons.” 

In speaking of the Christmas dis- 
order, Chief Beavers pointed out the 
fact-that this year saw the first week- 
day Christmas since the enactment of 
the new pistol law. He blamed this, 
together with the provisions of the 
new law, for the great number of ar- 
rests, and said that he did not think 
the actual disorder was greater than 
in 1910,

A meeting of German and Irish citi- 
zens was held last night to consider 
what attitude they should take to- 
ward the resolution to be offered Colo- 
nel Watterson following his address.
